However the proviso at the end of claim 1 is 
extraneous as it pertains to subject matter not elected and so should be deleted. Ms. Hartrum agreed to this on 
6/9/06.The examiner found additional discrepancy for "acetyl" in Iter claim 1 .Specifically it was noted that "acetyl" was 
inadvertently deleted from the definition of substituents for het rings as R2 but should have been deleted for phenyl 
substituent in R2. Also discussed were the thiadiazolyl, benzotriazolyl and benzimidazolyl rings as R1. Ms. Hartrum 
pointed to species on pages 40,44 and 54 as examples showing these rings at R1. Ms. Hartrum authorized the 
additional changes regarding "acetyl" be made. Also, the references needed are those cited in IDS of 6/25/04 and not
